2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of prior 
art of record taken alone or in combination shows a system comprising a first 
transformer set including a delta-delta transformer electrically coupled to a first voltage 
controller and having an input electrically coupled to the power source for receiving a 
first voltage signal with a first frequency and producing a second voltage signal with a 
second frequency, and the output coupled to a load; a second transformer set including 
a wye-delta transformer electrically coupled to a second voltage controller and having 
an input electrically coupled to the power source for receiving a first voltage signal and 
the output coupled to a load, the wye-delta transformer causing a phase shift to the first . 
frequency such that the second transformer set produces a third voltage signal with a 
third frequency being output of phase of the second frequency; both sets of transformer 
being electrically coupled in parallel such that the second voltage signal and the third 
voltage signal combine to produce a fourth voltage signal with a fourth frequency at the 
load (as recited in claims 1-3); or a multiple redundant cooperating transformers 
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comprising specific elements along with particular electronic connections and 
function(s) of each of those elements as recited in claims 4-6 of the instant application.
